NEWSPAPERS 
IN WARTIME 


By An EX-CITY EDITOR 


(From The Public) 


Signs multiply th'at the newspap- 


ers are recovering from the break- 
down -which threatened to be their 
chief 
contribution 
to 
the 
war. 


"Those change* nee«saary to win 
the war" 
which editors discuss 


largely for otheri may ytt bo adopt- 
ed by th«t newspapers themselves. 


Those who were in newspaper Of- 


fices last April see excuses for thn.r 
failure. 
The onset of war suddenly 


made editors' duties very important. 
They were to mold' public opinion, 
to maintain morale. Modern wars, 
they were reminded, were fought 
with printing presses no less than 
with artillery. It was no time for 
them to be humble and introspec- 
tive. They must be stalwart anJ 
looked up to. The 
Government, 


failing of a ceniorship law, increas- 
ed their self-importance by making 
them the judges of what to print. 
Every line of type became matter 
of life and death. Editors, exalt- 
ed to find themselves in the first 
line of defense struck the very hu- 
man pose of "Close up the ranks. 
No dissensions. Don't start any- 
thing new. Three cheers for the 
flag." Doubts, dissensions and inno- 
vations came thick but it never oc- 
curred to editors that their slogan 
lacked efficiency. Their despatches 
from abroad warned that the war 
was changing everything. Ameri- 
can newspapers exempted themselv- 
es. 


With most of them it is still a case 


of "business as usual." They look 
the same as a year ago. They car- 
ry the same advertisements, largely 
of sales non-essential to the war. 
Deeper, they have not changed their 
traditional attitude* except that now 
what they do not lik«- is "pro-Ger- 
man" instead of "Socialistic." Their 
attitude toward labor is the same. 
They are just as respectful of bi< 
business. They display the patriot- 
ism of their ancient standbys, f.pok- 
es-meri prominent in law and fi- 
nance." They are more 
ignorant 


than ever of such things as strikes. 
They still view with alarm drastic 
methods 
threatening 
privilege, 


though these promise to win 
the 


war. 


The disregard into which 
they 


have fallen is indicated by the peo- 
ple's increased refusal to take their 
politics f roni the papers. In the re- 
cent election in New York every 
metropolitan morning daily except 
one, campaigned for Mayor Mitchsl. 
Hylan's name never appeared on tho 
first page except as the butt of some 
"expose." Judging by the papers 
thtre could be little question of the 
merits' of the election. 
The vote, as 


the result on suffrage proved, was 
not entirely unintelligent, unconsid- 
ered or perverse. A great many.de- 
cent, thinking, ^independent voters 
believed the choice was Tamany or 
Tory and they preferred to put up 
with Tamany. They did not get

drastic limitations of profits would 
do more than anything else to unite 
the country behind the war.

They seemed to ex- 
pect the editors to be preoccupied 
with the search for the winning way, 
not a winning way which would save 
somebody's privileges. 


These Munitions' omicials—Kent, 


Garrod. Baily and Asquith, were 
exceedingly interesting and import- 
ant visitors. They spent ten weeks 
touring the country, yet hardly any- 
thing was published about 
them.

American industry, entered the war 
with its house not in order. Back 
in peace times editors were notor- 
jous for being too responsive to spe- 
cial interests and deaf to masses 
wants. That newspapers are awak- 
ing.to their responsibility is evident 
when one sends a trained investigat- 
or to get at the "truth of the I. W. -W. 
and the war, at the sama time that 
another prints Trotzky's book on n 
Bolshevik peace. People may cease 
to tolerate our present papers, ver- 
acious though their accounts may be 
of battle lines in France and accur- 
ate'as may be their spellings, in tha 
long casualty lists. People will look 
too see in their papers a burning 
search to win the war, not just ithe 
way so far favored by newspaper- 
owning classes. And the first big 
paper to limit the word "pro-Ger- 
man" to not over thirty repetitions 
in one edition and to agitate deter- 
minedly for 
winning, 
no matter 


whose fortunes or prejudices

be an appeal under certain cir- 
cumstances set forth" in Article 
XIII, Paragraph 3, of the Gen- 
eral Regulations, to the United. 
States marshal of the judicial 
district for final action." 
German alien snenfles will readily 


understand who is meant by "regis- 
tration officer." 
They'are the of- 


ficers who issued the registration 
cards. 
Chiefs of-police in cities of 


five thousand or. more are registra-s 
for those German aliens living with- 
in the city limits, and postmasters 
of offices through which the alien 
enemy gets his mail are registrars in 
all other areas. " The general idea 
is that the. German alien enemies 
are not supposed to move about free- 
ly from place to place, and reg- 
istration officers are not expected to 
give permission for change of resi- 
dence unless very good and substan- 
tial reasons exist for the change. 
Registration officers are supposed to 
know where each of the registrants 
connected with their offices are at all 
times. 
Aliens leaving their home 


districts and going to larger cities 
are likely to find themselves in pro- 
hibited areas without area permits, 
and if so found will be immediately 
arrested. 


Any violation of the regulations 


will subject the offender to sum- 
mary- arrest and subsequent intern- 
ment. •

The full of Petrograd is imminent. 
German troops, probably advancing1 along the Baltic 


coast from Narva and northeast from Pikov and Dvinsk, 
are Hearing the .Russian metropolis, according to dispatches 
received in London, Th* population fa said to be awaiting 
the coming of the invaders passively and there are no indi- 
cations that the Bolsheviki authentic* will attempt to op- 
pose the Germans before giving up the city. 


• Evacuation of Petrograd by the Bolsheviki government 


departments was ordered last, week and alVare.now in Mos- 
cow, which the Lenine government has declared the Rus- 


. sian capital. When the order to move to Moscow was given, 
it was said ..that Petrograd probably would be declared a 


. free port. : 
. 


German possession of Petrograd would "give the enemy 


complete'control of the Gulf of .Finland arid all the import- 
ant ports on its coast except those in Finland yet in the 
hands of. the Finnish rebels, who are being attacked by the 
Germans and Finnish government forces. This would cut 
Moscow off from the Baltic sea.' On;the south the Germans 
have been reported within 350 miles of Moscow and they 
virtually control the Black sea.. . • - . . . . 


Although they can advance in the east against disor- 


ganized Russia, the Germans have not yet displayed any in- 
tention to carry out their heralded offensive in the west. 
Except for most intense artillery bombardments on some 
sectors, .there has been no great activity on the lengthy 
western front, trench raids having decreased in number. 


On the British and French fronts the German artillery 


has been most active on the sectors which were bombarded 
heavily last week—Yprea, Armentieres, Cambrai, the Cham- 
pagne, Verdun and the Vosges. The marked aerial fight- 
ing on the British front continues and British airmen have 
accounted for twenty-eight more German machines, making 
a total of fifty-four in two days, thirty-seven of which were 
destroyed. Entente aviators have been busy bombing en- 
emy billets and airdromes and British' airmen have dropped 
bombs on Mannheim, Germany.. 
• . ' - 


On the Toul sector the Americans have been repaying 


the Germans for their lavish use of gas shells, by throwing 
large numbers of the same sheila into' the enemy lines. 
The bombardment is reported to have had the effect de- 
sired by the American gunners. Towns and positions be- 
hind the German/lines also have been subjected to Ameri- 
can fire, while the enemy has replied with gas shells. East 
of Luneville the big guns also have been busy and in both 
the Luneville and Toul sectors American gunners have de- 
molished, more German gas projectors. 


Secretary of War Baker visited the American trenches 


Tuesdf.v and when he was returning a large German shell 
struck and burst dangerously near the .automobile in which 
he and'his immediate party were riding. The enemy shell 
caused no damage.; 


MARKETS 


On account of th« terrific handi- 


cap under -which tho railroad* are 
working, the Food Administration !» 
strongly urging every community to 
lay plans for the production of as 
much at powibl* of lt« own food and 
when the railroad situation is clear- 
ly understood them can be no <joen- 
tion in anybody's mind as to the ab- 
aofotw neceaeitjr of following the 
suggested plan. 


There is hardly * railroad In th« 


country that has not been compelled 
to "place an embargo on some divi- 
sion of it» lines and where these em- 
bargoes are nacesaary it mean* that 
the railroads arc badly congested, 
and M the situation is growing 
worse from day to day it will only 
be a matter of time until many com- 
munities will bo almost entirely shut 
oft from the rest of the world and 
that they cannot accept any more 
freight until the congestion has been 
relieved. At tho present time neitii- 
er the New York Central or the 
Pennsylvania 
lines are accepting 


freight shipments of • any kind to 
points east of central Ohio. 
\ Aside from the embargo situation, 
the railroads are terribly handicap- 
ped in moving both freight and ex- 
press shipments in all parts of the 
country on account of the shortage 
of cars, the crippled condition of, the 
locomotives and the shortage of help. 
Under normal conditions a shipment 
of freight could be moved a hundred 
miles within a few daya whereas a 
shipment over the same distance is 
now taking anywhere from three to 
four -weeks. Under normal condi- 
tions a package could be sent by ex- 
press in almost the same time that it 
took a fast passenger train to reach 
its destination whereas today it is 
quite impossible to get an express 
delivery bet-ween any two points in- 
side of three or four days, and where 
the distance exceeds a hundred miles 
it is not unusual for express ship- 
ments to be on the road five or s>x 
days. Under these conditions it is 
not hard to realize the necessity for 
each community to make every ef- 
fort toward producing its own food. 


Both the Food Administration and 


Department 
of 
Agriculture 
are 


now advising- the raising of poul- 
try to meet the unusual conditions— 
and they point out that it is the 
patriotic duty of every citizen who 
has any kind of a back-yard at all 
to procure a flock et standard bred 
fowls—with a view to supplying his 
o TI needs and those of his less for- 
tunate neighbors. They are 
also 


urging every farmer to increase tho 
size of the poultry flock to larger 
proportions than ever kept before. 
This is to be accomplished by early 
hatching and keeping at it just is 
'ong as the season permits. 


Every patriotic man and woman 


should serio-sly consider this_ appeal 
and be prepared for this situation 
when it arrives.
